The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce was founded in 1754, 
by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, who assembled a group of the most 
eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of the day and declared that the objectives of his Society 
were ‘to embolden enterprise, to enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to extend our 
commerce’. The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by the Adam 
brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

A. H. Baldwin and Sons Ltd., founded in 1872, has had premises in The Adelphi since the 1920’s and 
since 1970 at 11 Adelphi Terrace. The original terrace was demolished in 1936. The drawing is 
derived from part of Robert Adams original plans for his Royal Terrace, and depicts the house at the 
West end of the Terrace at the corner of Robert Street.

INDIA 


For some 650 years Islamic or Islamic-style coinage was struck in what is now India, Pakistan and Bangladesh. From the Muslim 
conquest of northern India at the beginning of the 13" century AD right up to the 19th century (and in some cases even later), the 
Muslim rulers of India struck a huge variety of coins in gold, silver, billon and copper. The coins of the sultanates, the Mughals, 
and the successor and princely states were struck in a great variety of styles at a large number of mints. Such was the popularity 
of this coinage that it was imitated by non-Muslim rulers as well. No general collection of Islamic coins, be it private or 
institutional, can be considered complete unless it includes at least a representative selection of those coins struck in India. 


SULTANATES 


From the beginning of the Muslim conquest of northern and eastern India in the 13" century AD, the victorious leaders began to 
mint coins in their own name and in that of the contemporary caliphs. The powerful sultanate of Dehli initially imitated the local 
types of gold and billon coinage, but soon they and the sultans of Bengal initiated their own coinage of handsome silver tankas, in 
due course augmented by gold issues as well. Most of these coins are purely inscriptional but, from Bengal, there are also 
examples featuring a mounted horseman, and others featuring a lion. The Bengal sultanate lasted until its conquest by the 
Mughals in the late 16" century AD, but the Dehli sultanate in due course fragmented, giving rise to independent kingdoms (some 
shortlived) in Madura, the Deccan, Malwa, and Gujarat. All these sultanates issued their own coinage, often in very distincitve 
styles. The standard reference work on this series is The Coins of the Indian Sultanates by Stan Goron and JP Goenka.

The defeat of the last sultan of Dehli by Babur at the battle of Panipat in 1526 AD resulted in the start of Mughal rule in nae ie 
al silver coinage maintained the form of the central Asian shahrukhis but after the short-lived but pe iat ae 
interlude, which saw the introduction of the rupee and the heavy copper paisa or dam, Mughal coinage, partic an om :

Akbar, Jahangir and Shah Jahan are often very decorative and attractive, and much sought after by collectors o Indian coins. 
Issues of later rulers tend to be more uniform in style but were struck at a large number of mints, the number of which continues 
to grow as new ones are identified or discovered. There are various ways of collecting Mughal coins: one can collect the coins of a 
single ruler; or of a single mint; or by type for each ruler and mint; and the specialist can also collect by type, mint and date. Most 
Mughal coins bear two dates: the hijra date and the regnal year of the ruler, which makes collecting by date even more of a 
challenge as the two usually overlap. There is no overall corpus of Mughal coins but there are various museum catalogues and the 


listings in KM are quite extensive.
